United Stat;s Senator Anthony was net 
brilliant man, but lie was ono of thoso 


men distinguished for his wisdom, indus- 
ry, broad common sense, goodnees of 
ieart, and chanty for-oll men. 
He was 


me of the moot popular men in the sen- 
ate, and if any member died Mr. An 
hony was sure to be one among those 
chosen to delivor eulogies. He had not, 
a ono sense, the graces ot oratory, but 
vhatever he said, -whether in eulogizing 
he dead or in discussing public ques- 
jons, ho had an attentive scua11!. 


When Mr. Anthony entered tho senato 


.u 1S59, that body -was noted for tho con- 
ipicuous and distinguished men who be- 
longed to it. They woro tho most cel- 
ebrated men of that day, but not one o 
;hemwasin the senate when Mr. An- 
;hony died. In 1859 John 0. Breckou- 
ridge, the gifted and brilliant vice presi- 
dent of the United States, who afterward 
followed Boession, waa the presiding ot 
acer of the senate. His .grace as a pre 
siding officer has hardly been equaled 
since.

In such cases tho law con- 
cerning tho taxation of railroads in no way 
applies. Tho slcoping-car company is not a 
company owning property or consmicting a 
railroad in. this stato as described in the law, 
and therefore is not required to schedule its 
nrojxirty. * * * * I conclude that tho 
local assessors should assess all sleeping- cars 
at tho place- where tho car lies when uot in 
use. 
A sloepiog-car merely running through 


and into tho stato is not assessable, but if its 
permanent stopping-place is within the stato 
on tho 1st day o£ May, it should bo assessed."

TVASIUSCTON CITY, Soptx -G.—Arrange- 


ments mil bo mado Cor a special train to 
leave Washington tlio evening of tho day pre- 
vious to fcho clay of Sectrotary Folgor's fu- 
neral, to convoy a number of officials to Ge- 
neva. Acting Secretary ot Stato Davis has 
received utelegroin from President Aitlmr, 
directing that an executive order bo issued 
formally announcing tho death of Secretary 
Folgor, and in accordance with this, tho fol- 
lowing letter has boon addressed by tho' sec- 
retary of stato to tho other members of tho 
president's cabinot: 


'Sill: With deep regret I uunounco to you 


that tho HOIL Charles J. Folffor, socrotarj' of 
tlio treasury ot tbo United States, yesterday 
died at his home in Gonova, stiito of- Now 
York. Thus has closed tho life of a. dis- 
tinguished and respected citizen, who, by bis 
services as an executive officer of tho Unitod 
States and as a legislator and judgo of his 
cn-n stato, won tho esteem and regard of his 
follow countrymen. 
' 


Tho president directs that all departments 


of tho executive branch of the government, 
and the otliccs subordinate to them, shall 
manifest duo honor for tho memory of this 
eminent citizen In a manner consonant with 
tho dignity of tho ofUco thus made vacant, 
and with tho upright character of him who 
hold it. 


To this ond tho president directs that tho 


treasury department nnd its dependencies in' 
this capital shall be draped in mourning for 
a period of thirty days; tho several executive 
departments shall be closed on tha day of the 
funeral ot the deceased, and that on all 
public buildings of tho government through-' 
out tho United States, tho national (lag shall' 
bo draped in mourning and displayed at half- 
mast.

Ho thereupon in 
a printed. circular proceeds to ask mo my 
metlTodB, if I prefer daytime or night; if I 
drink anything, such as coffee. If I havo 
any particular habit, how many hours a day 
I work, etc. My reply to this is that it is 
nono of the man's business, and ho is an im- 
pertinent pupp3". 
Tbo operations of old 


Rogers, tho English poet, created as much 
contempt among his independent contempo- 
raries. He was a banker who, by moans 
of his dinners and his bills of.exchange, 
created a literary sot nnd had his poems 
pulled. 
For a few years after he died this 


kind of fame had a little echo in the CJ'Clo- 
podias, but I see that within tho past twenty 
years tho man's poetry is rated very near his 
methods. 
Any person familiar with tho 


course of events just now can see that out of 
tho newspaper press is coming tho revolution 
of literature. A man cannot create char- 
acters unless ho lias seen them, and there is 
no place to see them liko the open-air work 
upon a newspaper. No man can bo an author 
by serving a short apprenticeship on tho 
pros*. After many years of varied occupa- 
tion tho strange aggregate of human nature 
takes in tho 'Jbsorver's miud, philosophy and 
channel, and ho is able to sift from the 
miglrt3' mass the materials which illustrate 
his times. 


The editorial otT.cos of newspapers goner- 


ally encourage a sameness of view and 'nar- 
row predjudicos, which finally take the place 
of tho man'who originally sat at tho desk. 
Half these fantastic freaks in our politics 
emanate from men who remiud mo of the 
eyeless fish in .the Mammoth cave, who, 
having been shut up so many years in tho 
darkness, found no use for their eyes, and 
hence became blind without knowing it. 
Such is the more editorial writer who ncvi:* 
wanders into tho larger world and receives 
the sunlight as it makes its thousand impres- 
sions.

SUICIDE AT CLINTON. 


Will Brooks, ollliis City,Ends 


his I/He l*y.Taking Mor- 


lihiuc. 


Particulars of the Taking of his Own Life. 
Keports reached this city shortly after 


nine o'clock this morning that Mr. Wil1 


Brooks, of this city, committed suicide at 
the Taylor house in Clinton, last evening- 
At Crnt no particulars cq.uld bo learned

On Monday a representative of tho 


Keporter visited the largest tobacco farm 
in the state and probably in tho United 
States, to note how the harvest was pros- 
ecuted on an extensive scale. A ride of 
two miles in a southerly direction in the 
town of Fulton brought us to the farm 
of Orrin Pomoroy, one of tho veteran to- 
bacco growejs of the w^st. Hero located 
on a beautiful, fertile prairie, lies one of 
tbe richest farms tho sun shines upon, 
wnicb for over a quarter of a century has 
been devoted to the ealturo of what ia 
sometimes denommci'=3 a "filthy 'weed," 
tobacco. 
Tho home farm consists of 


three eighties, lying side by side, and as 
handsome a strip of country as the eye 
seldom, looks upon. On this place tbere 
has been growing this season 62 acres ot 
tobacco. Another farm a few miles west 
grows 11 acres more of the weed, making 
u total acreage of 73 acres under control 
ot Mr. Pomeroy, all of tbe Spanish vari- 
ety. Something over 40 acres of the 
crop is cultivated by Mr. Pomaroy him- 
self, and the balance by sbaremen and 
tenants. Driving through the barn yard 
and passing a hali dozen immense curing 
sheds, |we entered tho field where the 
harvest was going on. Here in this lot 
two weeks ago was probably the largest 
'single field ot growing tobacco in the 
United States—thirty-eight acres iu one 
enclosure. 
At tbo time of our visit 


about one-half tbo field had been out 
and taken to the sheds. At work in live 
different gangs in this field were about 
twenty-five men, and five teams wero 
hauling the tobacco as fast as it was 
strung upon lath, to tho curing barns. 
The working forco was somewhat re- 
duced this week as the harvest will bo 
completed in a tow days. In tho r:sh of 
'the harvest from eight to ten acrea bas 
been housed each day. To cure such a 
quantity ot tobacco requires an immense
